After a further search and a thorough examination of the present 
application and in light of the Applicant's arguments and in light of the prior art 
made of record, claims 1-21 are found to be in condition for allowance. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

The claim is allowable over the prior art of record since the cited reference 
taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose an apparatus and 
method for controlling a line blanker comprising providing a line blanker control 
signal embedded in a stereoscopic image, the line blanker being responsive to 
the control signal to enable or disable the line blanker, wherein the control signal 
is embedded within the first line of the line-blanked image. 

It is noted that the closest prior art of record (Zalm US Patent no. 
4,399,456) teaches a similar line blanker method, however, Zalm fails to 
particularly teach or suggest "providing a line blanker control signal embedded in 
a stereoscopic image, the line blanker being responsive to the control signal to 
enable or disable the line blanker, wherein the control signal is embedded within 
the first line of the line-blanked image/' as specified in the claims.
